The ſecond kinde of gouernment was 
called Ariflocratia that is ſuch a kinde 
of Region as is gouerned by manp of es 
guall aucthozitie, vet of the godlieſt and 
wiſeſt loꝛt of men, and merteſt foz the 
office. And with this kinde of regiment, 
J take the famous and vertuous Cittie 
C. li. of

Democratia, to wit, ſuch an eſtate as 
in the which things are oꝛdꝛed accoꝛding 
vnto certaine Lawes and the cuſtome of 
the Countrep.

runne into they; contrary euyll gouern⸗ 
mentes : as the Monarchie, when the 
Pꝛince followeth not lawe , but wyll, 
turneth into tyzanny , Axriſſocrati, 
where a fewe god men rule, into Oli⸗ 
garc hi, ſuch a ſkate as is gouerned with a 
few vniult and vnwile perſons. Deme- 
cratia, Where as the multitude ruleth 
by Lawe into Ochlocratia, ſuch a ſtate, 
as in whtch the rude and ruſticall people 
modcrate all thinges after they2 owne 
luſte.

the better expoſition of my pꝛeſent text, 
which ſpeaketh of the ſecond kinde of 
gouernement, to wit, Ariſtocrati.

tommaunded Moſes to oꝛdaine ſeuenty 
men of wiſedome and knowledge, to be 
Rulers oner the people, and of ſuch kind 
of Rulers the 1 oꝛd ſpeaketh in this ſen⸗ 
tence to be ſet ouer the people. Foꝛ this 
fecond kind of god men, was yet of foꝛce 
amongſt the people of Jſrael, but after- 
ward as port mape reade in the boke of 
Samuel , they being not content with 
this kinde of gouernement, turned it 
into a Monarchie o2 Ringdome, and 
wonld nedes haue a King ouer them as 
other Nations had, which Ring lyke as 
befoꝛe, theyꝛ Pagiſtrates was ozdayned 
by election, but afterwardes they tame 
vnto the kingdome by ſucceſſion, acco2s 
ding vnto the manner of our kingdome.

But 
my Paiſker (ſapeth hee) ſcourged mee 
well foꝛz my paines, ſaping: that if J 
had beene appointed to iudge, whether 
coate had bene fitter foꝛ other, J had 
iudged right, but in that J muſt pꝛo⸗ 
nounce whoſe it was by right, J ſhould 
haue conſidered whoſe poſſeſſion had 
beene the ryghter , whether his that by 
fozce toke it away, oꝛ his that eyther 
made it himſelfe oꝛ bought it. And hee 


ſapde further, that it which was oꝛdey⸗ 


ned by Lawe is right, and that which is 
done contrarie vnto Lawe, fo be vio⸗ 
lence and wong. And therefoze he 
commaunded Judges alwayes to giue 
ſentence acco2ding vnko Labwe. 

Dat of this pꝛetie Hiſtozie, J note 
this, that if Cyrus be whipte, if the Ma⸗

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if Cyrus kepe the Lawe , if the Pagi- 
ſtrate iudge acco2ding fo Lawe, hes will 
iudge the people with rightcous iudge⸗ 
ment. Cambyſes commaunded an vn⸗ 
tuff Judges ſkinne to be pluckt from his 
backe a liue, and to be napled oner the 
indgement ſeate, placcing his Þonne in 
his ſteede, that by his Fathers example 
hee might beware and learne to re 
vpꝛightlie. 

Ger that is a Pagilfrafe, muſt indge 
the people with righteous judgement, 
he ought not to followe his owne affecti- 
ons, he ought to do nothing of mallice, 
enuie, oꝛ ſpite, conceyued pyther befoꝛe 
o2 after he be choſen, againſt any pꝛiuate 
perſon, and then as tyme ſerueth, ſceke 
his reuenge: he mult not ſay ſuch a one 
is mine enimp, now J will trounce him, 
now J wil lift him now he ſhall to pꝛiſõ: 
he ought not to ſwell in pꝛide becauſe of 
his Dffice , he mull onely indge þ people 
with righteous iudgementk. And theres 
foꝛe p Thebanes expꝛeſling in picure,the 
Cate of true iudgement, pictured theyꝛ

to them that repzeſent EOD his owns 
perſon. 
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perfon , Foz Paule ſayth, That there 
is no power but of God, and that hee 
which reſiſteth the power, reſiſteth the 
ordinaunce of God. And terrible ex⸗ 
amples are in Scriptures,of the puniſh⸗ 
ment of ſuch as diſobeyed Pagiſtrates. 
Chus haue you heard ſo farre of the 
Magiſtrates, as ſeemed vnto mee perti- 
nent vnto this time and place, in the in⸗ 
treataunce whereof, if J haue ſpoken as 
ny enyll, beare recozdof the eupll, if Y 
haue ſapd wcll,fo2 Jeſus Chzilt his ſake, 
in choſing your Magiſtrate follow this, 
not mine, but the counſayle of Cod: and 
in ſo doing, J dare aſſure you , that 
be will bleſſe both you and pour 
Towne , not foz your me⸗ 
rites, but foz his Sonn e 
Chꝛiſtes ſake , fo 
whome with the 
father, ⁊c. 
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
